Course Laid Through Indian 
and Antarctic Oceans

Cruise for Museum 


Little Schooner Equipped 
for Two-Year Trip 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCN] 

NEW LONDON Oct. 30.— 
The staunch little: three-masted 
schooner Blossom, in command of 
Capt. George Finlay Simmond, 
Started from Municipal pier here 
yesterday afternoon, bound for the 
Anarctic and Indian oceans in 
search of curios for the Cleveland 
Museum of Natural History. 

The Blossom came from Rock- 
land, a few weeks ago and was 
extensively overhauled and (fitted 
out here. It is doubtful if any 
other similar expedition was so well 
equipped for a voyage, everything 
of a modern and scientific nature 
being stored aboard ship, including 
& powerful radio and motion-pit- 
ture apparatus. Up to the very

SPOKANE FUTURE CLAY | 
CENTER OF NORTHWEST 


With its earth abounding is res!- 
dual crystalline kaolin, feldspar 
and magnesite of high commercial 
value, Spokane and the surround- 
ing territory of the Inland Em- 
pire in Eastern Washington and 
Northern Idaho have an industry 
in the embryo which, if developed, 
will make that district the center 


for the manufacture of clay prod- 
ucts in the Northwest. 

Such is the opinion of Hewitt 
Wilson, professor of cerantics in 
the college of mines at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, who con- 
ducts ceramic research all the year 
around and who has made a care- 
ful study over a period of several 
years of the possibilities in, the 
manufacture of clay products in 
the Spokane district. 

Because of the characteristics of 
the raw material found there, lit- 
tle working is necessary t6 get it 
from the natura] .state into condi- 
tion for manufacture into ceramic 
he says. has been 
found thaf little sifting is neces- 
sary and that cleaning and purify- 
ing may be done with little ex- 
pense in the case of most of the 
clays, according to Prof. Wilson. 

“The district which is best suited 
for the manufacture of ceramic 
products range from Clayton north 
of Spokane down through Mica te 
Idaho,” said 
Prof. Wilson. “Current usage of 
the term ceramics has broadened 
from the art of pottery to include 
all silicate industries and embraces 
all those departments of industrial, 
chemical and aecientific manufac- 
ture in which silicate rocks and 
nonmetallic minerals are wrought 
into form and made permanent by 
fire. More than 50 per cent of cera- 
mic wares are used in building 
construction work. The growth 
of such industries awaits the 
capacity of the surrounding neigh- 
berhood to utilize the products.” 

Large quanties of residual 
crystalline kaolin are found in the 
district around Spokane, and when 
properly selected and purified, will 
compare favorably with those of 
English ching clay. These clays 
have been used for some years 
past by four companies for mak- 
ing a “white” grade of fire brick.

We know what 
the natural attitude of the de- 
partmental chiefs will be. No one 
say what Congress will do 
because Congress has not been 
elected yet. At this moment then.

Hef both in America and Europe. 

Economists returning from Eu- 
rope, notably Magnus W. Alexan- 
der, managing director of the con- 
ference board, have commented re- 
cently on the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the workers in the United 
Kingdom, and former Premier 
Lioyd George in a statement re- 
cently in New York confirmed this 
view. Government doles and in- 
surance against unemployment in 
the United Kingdom are in con- 
trast, the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board finds, with recent 
developments in American industry, 
where the workers and their em- 
ployers have joined hands to in- 
sure an all-year-round wage. 

Notable among these develop- 
ments the board cites the case of 
Proctor & Gamble Company in Cin- 
cinnat:, employing thousands of 
men and women, and virtually 
guaranteeing continuous work to 
ites employees.

tical abandonment of the present 
Hill-street terminal plans. All of 
this would have to be done during 
operation and would be wasteful. 
Such a course would be justified 
only if no other solution were 
available. 

“We believe a far better plan is 
Pogible through the use of the 
westerly portion of Pershing 
Square as a temporary subway 
terminal with provisions attached 
to the grant of the city insuring the 
earliest possible continuation of 
the subway in a southerly and 
westerly direction. If a portion of 
Olive street can be used, under 
present charter provisions, then a 
tunnel need not extend for more 
than 190 feet under the square, 
with detailed plins to be worked 
out. The location of thie sub- 
way continuation, southerly of 
Pershing Square, need not now be 
fixed and its fixation should be a 
Part of the general subway plan.” 

FAVORABLE VOTE SEEN

The Sons of Liberty organized in 
a small room of a distillery in Han- 
over Square, Boston, in the year 
1765. Its prime purpose was to op- 
pose the enforlement of the Stamp 
Act passed by the English Parlia- 
ment. The organizers were young 
men, fiery and adventurous. 

The American steamship Virgin- 
ius, laden with arms for the Cuban 
rebels, was captured by a Spanish 
warship in the Caribbean Sea in 


territory shared by all the German 
states, thus not absorbed by Prus- 
sia, as had been the case with oth- 
er conquests. 

“SECOND-CLASS GERMANS” 
The people were treated as “sec- 

-class Germans” and subjected 
for forty years to “pin-pricks” or 
contemptuous indignities. Bismarck 
further annexed to Prussia the 
Free Cities— Hamburg, 
Bremen and Lubeck—and with 
them several of the smaller statés 
which found themselves helpless in 
his hands. From Frankfurt the im- 
perial capital was now removed to 
Berlin, much to the disgust of the 
former. 

Certain wholesome results of fed- 
eration appeared at once, notably 
in the abolition of customhouses—~ 
thus extending freedom of trade 
throughout the empire—in the uni-

STRAW BONDS 
HIT IN-REPOR' 


Crime Commission 


Prisoners Freed by Men After 


Case of Elmer Dowdy Cited 
as Typical 


The Los Angeles Crime Com- 
mission yesterday made public, in 
part, the results of ita investiga- 
tion into activitigg of “straw” 
bondsmen. 

“This investigation shows that 
numerous persons are acting as 
professional bondsmen and are 
furnishing bonds in large aggre- 
gate sums for persons charged in 
inferior and Superior Courts with 
felonies,” says the report. “Such 
professional bondsemen are yot in 
the ordinary course of events, ac- 
quainted with persons for whom 
they obtain the bond and are not 
actuated by any personal interest 
in obtaining the release from, cus- 
tody of aecused persons. 

“They charge, premiums for ob- 
taining bonde, the usual premium 
being about 10 per cent of ‘the 
9 a value of the bond. As a rule 
those persons who deal directly 
with defendants or counsel for 
defendants do not themselves act 
as tondsmen, but obtain others 
who will go on the bonds, These 
latter persons who actually 
the bonds receive compenaation in 
money for so doing. In some in- 
stances the county has been de- 
frauded through the execution of 
bonds by fictitious persons. 


KEYES TAKES ACTION 
“The Crime Commission some 


weeks ago suggested to Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes that he call the attention 
of justices of the peace Los 
Angeles township to evils at- 
tendant on the practices of pro- 
fessional bondsemen and “straw” 
bondsmen and urged co-operation 
on the part of officials to improve 
conditions. Mr. Keyes addressed 
a letter to the justices of the pence 
recommending that no bonds be 
approved by justices unless there 
was a deputy District Attorney 
present to pats on the qualifica- 
tions of the bondsmen. is sug- 
gestion was adopted by the just- 
ices who also decided to follow 
recommendations of the District 
Attorney's Office, as to the amount 
of bail to be required of defend- 
ants. 

“Interest in the bond situation 


through the escape from justice 
recently of Elmer M. Dowdy, ac- 
cused of robbery, assault with a 
deadly weapon and grand larceny 
in connection with the robbery of 
the Sun Drug Company/ Dowdy's 
bail was originally fixed at $290,- 
000. After the case had been 
centinued several times, bail was 
reduced on September 21, last, 
from $20,000 to $10,000. Justice U. 
BE. White of .Pomona, who was 
temporarily occupying the bench 
in Los Angeles, reduced the bail 
on the application of Attorney 8. 
S. Hahn, counsel for Dowdy. Jua- 
tice White reduced the bail only 
on condition that it was furnished 
in cash, and the specification that

VICTIM INFORMED 

In response to her letter, the 
detectives say, Jewell came to Los 
Angeles and cave her a check for 
$490 and $10 in cash. She and 
Barnard, the widow is said to have 
told the detectives, spent the 
greater part of the mohey. on par- 
ties in’Which they both partici- 
pated. The plan was to obtain 
additional funds from Jewell on 
the protext that Bernard was 
blackmailing her, according to Mrs.

“All ¢yes seem to be turned to 
Southern California in the East,” 
he sa‘d, “and while I was on the 
Coast ! thought I would look the 
country over to find ov, where the 
attraction lies. I spent a couple of 
days here about twelve years ago 
on a trip around the world, but 
#0 many changes have taken place 
since then that | hardly know 
the place.” 

Col. Lindsley admitted that he 
was sbeginning to get under the 
spell of California's charm ard ia- 
timated that his coming here to 
live some time might not be be- 
yond the range of possibilities. 


ACTIVE IN WAR 

The Colonel is a Texan by birth 
and was at one time the Mayor 
of Dallas. He took a prominent 
part in the wart, being chief of 
the War Risk fection of the A.E. 
F. He was awarded many honors 
by both his own and foreign gov- 
ernments, being decorated by Mar- 
shal Foch with the insignia of 
commander of the Legion of Hon- 
or and by King Albert with the 
Order of the Crown.

ILL HART is back again, with his two 
guns and his Pinto pony. Not the 
same Bill Hart seen in the last three 
films he made before his retirement 

about two and a half years ago, but a new 
and better Bill Hart. Filmiland will wel- 
come him, and, I think, will put him back in 
the niche he filled before—a niche which 
no one has usurped during the long inter- 
val in which no new Hart photoplays have 
been produced. 

This return of “Two-Gun Bill” seemed to 
me to be an experiment of doubtful wis- 
dom. He was one of the public's heroes, 
to be sure—one of the “sure bets” of the 
movies—but thirty months or so is a long 
time and Mr. Hart is not a young man. 
From time to time the public has learned 
of various unhappy personal experiences of 
the great “western” star, and these years 
of anxiety and turmoil, I thought, would 
have aged the hard-riding, straight-shoot- 
ing hero. Then, too, it Was evident that 
Mr. Hart was tired when he made the 
last three of his releases a few years ago. 
His work and his pictures at that time un- 
mistakably lacked the old snap and move- 
ment.

Because of these considerations it was 
with a shrinking dread of disappointment 
and disillusionment that I went to see a 
pre-view run of “Wild Bill Hickok,” the 
first; of a series of nine photoplays which 
Mr. Hart is to produce for Paramount re- 
lease. 

But there was no disappointment, no dis-

it chewed a Bill Hart with more vigor and 
more resource than the tired man of his 
last three pictures made more than two 
years ago. In short, it was like seeing 
again the Bill Hart of the days when this 
star was climbing swiftly to public favor. 

The face is smooth; the eyes are keen; 
the body is agile though not nearly so sien- 
der, and the sensitive mouth is as sensitive 
and as expressive as ever it was. 

This series will be no return of a one- 
time favorite te live upon past reputation; 
this film is not at all equivalent to the 
“farewell tour” of a stage star after a pe- 
riod of retirement. This is Bill Hart back 
again, and a Bill Hart better than he who, 
almost three years ago, left a piace that 
no one else could fill. 

“Wild Bill Hickok” is Mr. Harts own 
story. He wrote it, and it was well cdapted 
to the screen by J. G. Hawks. The plot 
deals with the frontier experiences of Hick- 
ok after that famous character had made a 
hame for himself as the Union's best spy 
during the Civil War. 

The opening sequences show Hickok at 
the White House, where he has gone to 
receive the personal thanks of President 
Lincoln for his war exploits. Then. the 
scene shifts to Red Butte Creek, where 
Hickok, as a result of his single-handed 
battle. with the McCord gang of road 
agents, earned his nickname of “Wild Bill.” 

All of this is good stuff, but there is still 
another shift of scene and another time 
lapse, until, a year later, the story proper 
opens at Dodge City, Kan. at the time 
when that point was the western terminus 
of the Santa Fe. By this time Hickok, as 
a marsha! of several frontier towns, has 
had to shoot down forty-six bad men. He

S A photoplay besed on the some- 
what broad doctrines that the evil 
done by the body is paid for by. the 
soul, and that though selfishness 

may rule the world it brings no spiritual 
profit and little happiness to the rulers, the 
Goldwyn company is issuing a modernized 
adaptation of Honore de Balzac’s “The 
Wild Ass's Skin.” The title has been 
changed to “Slave of Desire,” and, as previ- 
ously announced in The Pre-View, the story 
has been changed to afford a happy ending. 

Balzac’s famous novel has had many 
“meanings” read into it by people who were 
not content with a masterly tale of the fan- 
tastic order, but felt the urge to interpret 
the book in terms of symbolism. 


Taken at its face value, it seems to me, 
“The Wild Ass’s Skin,” if it teaches any- 
thing, seems to teach the bitter lesson that 
a soul may become so corroded with evil 
that it is as permanently lost and useless 
as is a body corroded by some foul disease. 
Not a pleasant doctrine, that—particularly 
for a people who like to believe in salva- 
tion by last-minute repentance, the possi- 
bilities of gaining wealth by investing in 
dubious enterprises, and in the curative 
qualities of innumerable patented nos- 
trums. Not a pleasant belief to entertain, 
no, but a belief that should be examined 
for its possibilities of soundness whenever 
we let the Pollyanna kind of optimism in- 
cite us to folly. 

However—to get back to the photoplay 
—-the producers of the film adaptation of 
the Balzac work have given to the screen

Then his love triumphs over his selfishness, and 
when he fancies this woman to be in mortal danger he 
recklessly phrases his last wish in the form of a prayer 
for Wer deliverance, and this willingness to give his own 
life for the sake of another absolves him from the 
cures of the magic skin. 

“Slave of Desire” is unquestionably a “film with a 
message,” but it is in no sense a preachy film, and the 
message is one that is applicable alike to Christian 
and Buddhist and athiest. The theme is admirably 
carried, particularly in the titles, and even the happy 
ending is so subtly grounded by titling that the people 
who will wish the novel had been screened without 
change will find the ending does no violence to the 
plot.

On the screen Mr. Warren was almost 
a replica of the old man he had seen on 
the street. Yet if that old man had been 
engaged for the role undoubtedly  self- 
consciousness and embarrassment would 
have taken away the naturalness that made 
his character colorful. A barber at his chair 
may be an interesting psychological study 
if he doesn't know it, but on the stage or 
screen he would cease being a barber and 
become a very poor actor. 


Of the legions registered with casting 
directors in Hollywood, few are hired any 
more solely because they look like a char- 
acter the director has visualized in his 
sig@ry. Of course there are limitations to 
the art of make-up. It would be extremely 
dificult to make Jackie Coogan and Theo 
dore Roberts interchangeable; nor does 
Mary Carr need to worry about the grow- 
ing popularity of Baby leggy. 


But the “type” who has been living by 
the luxuriance of his beard is facing a hard 
winter. When a man who, to start with, 
is an accomplished actor, can delve in his 
make-up box and the storehouse of his 
memory and bring forth the widely varied 
characters shown in the accompanying pho- 
tographs, he need worry little about a com- 
petitor whose face alone has heretofore 
been his fortune.

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MERE “TYPE” IS OUT; GENUINE ABILITY | 


IS DIRECTOR’S DEMAND OF “MAKE-UP” ROLES 


BY GARRETT GRAHAM 

“Is he the type?™ 

“Type, bah!” declare the veteran troupers in unison. “If he can act he can create 
the type and interpret the character the author has fashioned. If he can't act he has 
no place in the cast no matter how he looks.” 

Thus is epitomized the passing of a distinct era in motion-picture production, an 
era now definitely gone but not forgotten by those who warmed the bottle and held 
the safety pins during the prolonged infancy of America’s most maligned industry. 

While motion pictures were still in their loutish adolescence there were many 
published reports of the heiress or society belle who visited a studio, came under 
a director's appraising eye, and was immediately requist- 
tioned for a current production because she was “just 
the type the director wanted.” The deplorable cred- 
ence given such stories brought grief to studio gate- 
mes who were besieged by ambitious +eiresses 
atid society belles insisting that they, too, were 
“Just the type.” 

This had little ultimate effect on the 
screen But there was a period when 
many directors wanting a certain racial 
character portrayed, would select « person 
~ not because of histrionic ability or experi- Pas 
ence—but because he naturally resembled 
their conception of how the chafacter should *d 
look. Consequently, many possibilities of su- ; - 
tle touches in pictures were lost, to the detri- 
ment of the director's reputation and the pro- 
ducer’s profit. 

The whole question is summed up in the old 
adage that a gentleman can think, talk and act 
like a bum, but a bum can never successfully im- eS 
personate a gentleman. The “type” who tries the 

latter generally finds his to be the face on the cut- 
ting-room floor. 

The demise of the “type” in important roles has 
brought the genuine character actor into his own. 
He is now enjoying his place in the cinematic sun. 
In witness whereof, consider the present vogue of 
Ernest Torrence, the snemory of whose rich artistry 
remains long after the average person has forgotten 
the number of prairie schooners that James Cruze 
piloted to fame in “The Covered Wagon.” 

Consider the critical encomiums that have 
come to E. Alyn Warren, who divides honors 
with Charles Ray in “The Courtship of 
Myles Standish.” Between pictures

by a gesture Henley stopped the turning 
of the cranks of the cameras.

It is this quiet method, I think, that helps 
Henley to his amazing results. For it is 
his manner of handling situations and of 
treating people which brings the efficiency 
of his organization to the peak. Most of 
the technical staff working on “The Tur- 
moil” has been with him for more than 
two years, I learned. 

There is no vacillation about the man; 
no pose. When he is in doubt he waits and 
thinks about the situation in hand. More 
than that, he discusses problems with his 
assistants and with the members of his 
cast, giving a courteous ear to any sug- 
gestion. Many an actor and actress, secure 
in the confidence of not being quoted, will 
tell you that an engagement to act in a 
Henley picture means about the most pleas- 
ant work that cam be secured in filmiand. 
For one thing, Henley wants every member 
of the cast to study the entire script, and 
takes no stock in the method used by some 
directors of keeping the story to himself 
and never letting the actors khow what has 
gone before, in the synopsis, nor what 
comes next. 

I sat alone a little later in the day, and 
a bandy-legged man walked over to me. 
Just what his function was I do not know, 
but he had been very busy around the 
stage. 

“Some director, that,” he volunteered 
with a mingling of pride and loyalty. “Did 
you see that scene? That boy acting the 
souse? I can name you some guys that 
would have made the actor drink a quart 
of hootch and get a real bun on, but Hen- 
ley don’t have to do things that way to get 
what-he- wants.” - 

No, Henley doesn’t have to make his 
actors drink. His sincerity, his tact, his 
earnestness, his obvious artistry give to his 
actors and actresses a finer and rarer in- 
toxication than can be found in any “quart 
of hootch.” And I'm not writing from the 
blue-stocking’s ignorance of the powers of 
hootch, either.

It seemed to me that he could take 
even an inexperienced person and, by talk- 
ing to them, move them to real acting just 
with his voice. Not that the people f# his 
cast are not good actors. They are good— 
that is why he has chosen them. But, be- 
ing human, it stands to reason that they 
can do better work for Henley than for one 
of the irritable, bull-dozing or posing type 
of director. 


Henley never adopts the attitude of “I 
want this done this way.” Rather his man- 
ner seems to suggest: “Now if we try it 
this way I think we'll get just the thing we 
want.” 

Good directing? Of course, the best. And 
this manner is part of the sincerity of the 
man—not a cultivated mannerism used 
just to get the desired effects.

CLASSIC example of wasted energy is any 

criticism of a Buster Keaton comedy. Any 

critic who attempts the same is in a posi- 

tion analogous to a terrier on a treadmill— 
he paddies blithely along with endless words only 
to find himself at the finish exactly where he 
started 


Which is by way of remarking that if there 


were more Buster Keatons there would be fewer 


critics; the increase of the one would automatically 
decrease the other. And thus, by two opposite in- 
fluences working toward the same end, would the 
world hasten on to the millenium. 


Notwithstanding the vociferous and continued 
clangor with which sundry superiority-complexed 
brethren—yea, and sistren, too—have acclaimed Mr. 
Keaton to be funny, the public has decided that he 
is funny. in fact, his name has become almost a 
synonym for fun. The critics condemn a picture to 
artistic and dramatic oblivion, whereupon the pub- 
lic clasps that same picture to its collective breast: 


the critics proclaim Mr. Keaton—whereupon the 


public refuses to unclasp him. 

All of which, doubtless, is as it should be. The 
critic consoles himself with the reflection that the 
public is ignorant and inconsistent, and grows more 
superiority-complexed than ever; the public merely 
disposes of the critic as a—well, as a critic. 

But in a case such as “Hospitality,’ Mr. Keaton's 
latest, the public will concede that even a critic 
has to be right once in a while; in other words, 
that he's right when he couldn't possibly go wrong. 
That is, if there is any such possibility with a critic. 
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The entente cordiale being thus definitely estab- 
lished, both proceed to the photoplay. 

“it's the canary'’s cough-lrops,” the cuticle cutic 
will gurgle to her bean-juggling beau as they leave 
the Mammoth Theater. 

“You said it, Cowslips,” will be the swain’s reply.

After all—-what can any critic add to that? 


For the purposes of the picture, the comedian of 
the frapped face dived headlong into the past, 
come up with both hands full of brand-new antidot 
for melancholia. The story itself—written by the 
usual Keaton triumvirate, Jean Havez, Joe Mitchell 
and Clyde Bruckman—is melodrama so rank as to 
be ideal material for Keaton's burlesque. Jack 
Blystone, the director, and everyone in the cast 
responded nobly--wherefore appeared “Hospitality.” 

The only serious defect of the entire film appears 
unavoidable. it is the first reel, and, being such, is 
speedily done with and forgotten. In it the founda- 
tion of the plot is laid for the later delectabilities: 
one learns that there is a.feud between the Can- 
field and McKay families. - Young Buster, aged 1 
year—-played by Buster, Jr.. aged 1 year, who looks 
remarkably like his daddy—is in Wie cradle and 
two young Canfields are at the their mother’s knee 
when the head of each family kills the other.

by the District Attorney's office in 
the past year was shown yesterday 
>y a report made by Dep. Dist.-At- 
ty. Fitts to Dist.-Atty. Keyes. Since 
July 16, when Mr. Keyes took of- 
fice, there have been 1542 com- 
plaints filed, while in July, August, 
September and October 1922 the 
number was only 9890. 

Mr. Fitts declared there had 
been only eleven acquittals in Su- 
perior Court sinée Mr. Keyes took 
office out of 278 cases tried.
